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Response to Amendment 

The reply filed on October 19, 2005 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): Applicant has failed to properly 
elect from the Election of Species dated June 28, 2005. An election is required 
between the embodiments contained in figures 3-5 AND the embodiments contained in 
figures 6-8. Moreover, Applicant has failed to list claims that are only readable on the 
elected species. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be 
bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing 
date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or correction 
in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE 
GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 1.136(a). 

Response to Arguments 

Regarding the argument that the Examiner has impermissibly attempted to shift 
the initial burden of identifying distinct or independent inventions in Applicants' 
application, in the Election/Restriction mailed June 28, 2005, Examiner has clearly 
identified the patentably distinct species of the Application. Figure 2 is "one 
embodiment" of the coolant system, figure 3 is "another implementation", figure 4 is "still 
another . . . configuration" and figure 5 is "yet another . . . configuration", as disclosed by 
Applicant. Moreover, figure 6 "represents a refrigerant subcooler that can be included in 
the . . . configurations", figure 7 "illustrates another configuration for a subcooler" and 
figure 8 "illustrates still another configuration", also disclosed by the Applicant. 
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As stated in the Election/Restriction mailed June 28, 2005, "Applicant is advised 
that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the species that is 
elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable thereon, . . 
." Contrary to the arguments provided, the Examiner has fully provided reasons and 
examples to support the conclusions that the application contains patentably distinct 
species.
